15 RANSOM NOTES 
ARE MADE PUBLIC 


Crude Missives Disclose 
Graphically How Nego- 
tiations Proceeded. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24—(UP)— 
Contents of 15 ransom notes in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping were made pub- 
lie tonight by New Jersey authorities 
after they had announced determina- 
tion to bring Bruno R. Hauptmann, 
held for extortion in New York, to 
trial on a charge of kidnaping and 


murder. 

The ransom notes, in handwiiting 
identical with thai of Hauptmann, 
obviously were written by a German. 
Jersey fficials feel positive they will 
play an important part in sending 
Hauptmann to che electric chair. 

The letters made public by Colonel 
H. Norman Schwartzkopt at Trenton 
show graphically, iv sequence, how the 
frenzied early atages of the search 
for the baby developed. They explain 
many details of the negotiations and 
of Colonel Lindbergh's mysterious 
trips up and down the eastern sea 
— in a vain search for his child.

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 24. ( 
Fleeing before the wind like a huge 
white gull, beating sturdily back as 
though she neve had known a con- 
queror, Harold S8. (Mike) Vanderbilt's 
Rainbow trounced the British chal- 
lenger Endeavour for the third 
straight time today and pushed the 
ancient America’s cup farther than 
ever from the reach of T. O. M. Sop- 
with’s straining fingers, 

Tonight the doughty Englishman, 
after winning two straight at the 
start, was farther than ever from 
lifting the historic mug, Britain's un- 
requited dream from the day in 1851 
when the yacht America sailed so 


fast around the Isle of Wight in win- 
ning it that Queen Victoria, was sad- 
ly told “there was no second, your 
ma jest y. 

By nightfall tomorrow, needing but 
one more victory in the best four-out- 
of-seven series, Rainbow, on the basis 
on present form, may well have 
wound up one of the most turbulent 
streaks the competition ever has 
known. 

The amazing American defender, 
despite the loss of a parachute spin- 
naker, torn to pieces in a breeze that 
at times reached 20 knots, continued 
to upset expert calculations by turn- 
ing in the highest winning margin so 
far, four minutes and one second. in

RETURN TO PLAGES 
Nen MILLS 


Military Headquarters

Thousands of textile workers re- 
turned to their cotton mill jobs Mon- 
day as Georgia withdrew its nation- 
al guard from strike areas. 


Four companies of guardsmen, 
however, remained on duty at Shan- 


non, Ga., where Colonel L. C. Pope, 
in charge of the soldiers, sent 400 
pickets back to their homes. He told 
the pickets the guardsmen were there 
to preserve order and prevent intimi- 
dation of workers who wanted to re- 
turn to thei: machines. 

Adjutant General Lindley Camp re- 
ceived authorization from Governor 
Talmadge by telephone from Chicago

General Camp said more than 1,000

Other mills in the Atlanta section 
are expected to reopen this week, but 
none was ready Monday to announce 
the day when spindles would start 
humming again. ; 

Quiet in Atlanta. 

All was quiet in the Atlanta area. 

At Macon, the Bibb mills, which 
opened last week under special guard 
protection, sufficient workers were re- 
employed to complete crews at the 
No. 2 mill for one shift. The man- 
agement said they had enough help for 
the No. 1 mill and at the Payne mill. 

Bibb plant strikers were told that 
only one shift would resume opera- 
tion at the present, the management 
advising workers to register for em- 
ployment. 

The Willingham mills and the 
Southland Knitting mills resumed 
operations last week, but the small 
plants of the Adams-Swirles and At- 
lantic mills, also at Macon, did not 
reopen. 

Ralph Gay. strike organizer at Ma- 
con, was told by the strikers who 
were not re-employed Monday of the 
Bibb Company’s statement, and Gay 
said he would notify officials of the 
union at Washington. 

Newspaper estimates placed tl 
number at work in Macon at 1.800, 
with 1.500 idle. 

The United States Rubber Company 
plant at Hogansville, near LaGrange, 
normally employing approximateiy 
1.000 persons remained closed, but the 
Callaway mills reported that 5,000 
workers in the six plants of the com- 
pany returned. The only mill remain- 
ing closed in LaGrange was the Dixie 
mill, generally employing about 500.

ASKED ON COTTON 


Russell Urges Immediate 
Assignment of Revised 
Quota for State. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Sen- 
ator Richard B. Russell ‘Jr. today 


urged upon department of agriculture 
officials the essity of immediate 
and equitable distribution of the 87,- 
500 bales recently allowed. to Georgia 
cotton growers as a reserve allotment 
under the Bankhead cotton control act. 
Prompt allocation of these additional 
bales, the senator said, would do much 
toward relieving the small grower 
from distress and financial discour- 
agement during the coming winter 
months. 

He explained that the Bankhead act 
probably would not be suspended this 
year but he expressed the hope that 
in the further administration of the 
act, many injustices and inequities 
would be corrected. 

“Georgia farmers,” the senator de- 
clared, “will vote on extension of the 
Bankhead act for another year later 
on when every cotton grower will be 
given the opportunity of expressing 
his wishes as to whether the act should 
stand or be repealed. Unless two- 
thirds of the farmers vote in the af- 
firmative, the act will not be in opera- 
tion next year. 

“During the past several days I 
have been in a number of conferences 
with government officials in an effort 
to remedy the plight of the small 
farmers of Georgia who have been 
allowed such destructively low al- 
lotments of cotton under terms of 
the Bankhead act. Many have been 
allowed less than one bale, while 
others have been allotted less cotton 
than they owe for rent. 

“It has developed that the 10 per 
cent reserve allotment for the state of 
Georgia has not yet been distributed to 
the individual farmers. This amounts 
to 87,500 bales and will be allotted to

Hemphill, of Dallas, Texas, her hus- 
band’s employer, and the assistant 
manager of the hotel where the 
Sjobloms were making their home 
while in Atlanta, had telephoned all 
hospitals and undertaking establish- 
ments late Sunday afternoon for in- 
formation about Mr. Sjoblom. The 
assistant manager of the hotel called 
The Constitution and was told that 


Sjoblom's automobile had been found 


in. College Park. Immediately the 
hotel man and a Constitution reporter 
contacted Atlanta, Fulton county, Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville police and 
a search of the section surrounding 
College Park was instituted. More 
than police and civilians were 
— in the hunt at midnight Sun- 
ay. 

Police got their first clue when a 
College Park man told them that S. 
E. McGee, a taxi driver, had picked 
up a man with blood on his clothing 
about midnight Saturday near where 
Sjoblom’s car whas found the next 
morning. With the cab driver, the 
Atlanta detectives went to the section 
of the city where McGee said he had 
dropped his fare the night before, and 
there they arrested Riley, who almost 
immediately implicated and led them 
to Summers, Webb was arrested later. 


Riley quickly confessed, Chief T. 0. 
Sturdivant said. He said that he 
jumped on the running board of 
13 automobile at Spring and 
Marietta streets and told him: This 
is a stickup!“ He slid into the car 
on one side of Sjoblom, he said. Sum- 
mers slid into the seat on the other 
side of the engineer. Riley said he 
stuck the pistol in Sjoblom’s ribs and 
the engineer immediately put up a 
. During the struggle, Riley said, 
he fired the n twice, one of the 
shots taking effect in the slain man’s 
chest, going completely through his 
body and imbedding itself in the rear 
of the car, where it was found Sunday 
night by the detectives. 


Drove With Body. 

Sjoblom slumped over after the 
shot was fired and his assailants 
turned his practically new coupe onto 
the Spring street viaduct, Riley said. 
The engineer lost consciousness before 
they had reached Terminal plaza. 
They then drove with their gruesome 
load for 14 miles out through ‘Hape- 
ville to Riverdale road and to the 
spot in the woods near the Flat Rock 
church, where Riley said they threw 
the body out. They then s on to- 
ward llege Park and, unable to 
round a curve at the high speed they 
were traveling, crashed inte’an em- 
bankment. Four residents of the com- 
munity helped them get the car back 
into the road and they again drove 
off. They soon abandoned the car 
and headed for Atlanta. 

Though Riley and the detectives 
left for the spot where the body was 
concealed within two hours after mid- 
night, it was daylight Monday morn- 
ing before Riley could lead them to 
the body. He had heen confused in 
the darkness, he said. 

Beneath Sjoblom’s body was a torn 
half of a dollar bill, said to fit a torn 
bill found on Summers, who despite 
Riley's incriminating confession, ma in- 
tained his innocence. 

Formalities were dispensed with by 
Clayton county authorities and an 
inquest was held without delay on 
the spot where the body was found. 
The verdict returned declared that 
Sjoblom had come to his death from 
“pistol wounds at the hands of Rob- 
ert Riley” and was signed by L. J. 
Brown, acting coroner of Clayton 
county, 

J. H. Cherry and Eldon Haldane, 
Atlanta attorneys, retained Monday 
afternoon to defend Riley, late Mon- 
day afternoon, filed a habeas porpus 
118 dings in their elient's behalf, 

he hearing being set for 9 o'clock

court. 
Third Hold - up. 

In an effort to get the case before 
the grand jury today, Riley was taken 
to the office of Solicitor-General John 
A. Boykin early Monday morning 
where he elaborated on the confes- 
sion he had given detectives earlier. 
He told police he injured the hand 
which he had bandaged earlier Sat- 
urday night when he attempted to 
hold up a man who had stopped his 
automobile for a traffic light at 
Spring and Carnegie way. He said 
he had smashed his hand through the 
glass in the door when the man pushed 
him off the running board. 
| The Sjoblom hold-up attempt was 
the third which Riley said he had 
participated in Saturday night. Po- 
lice Monday were expecting to con- 
| nect him with several more and were 
asking recent victims to attempt to 
identify Riley. 

Following Riley's arrest it was re- 
vealed through identification bureau 
records at police headquarters that he 
is a fugitive from the juvenile court 
at Memphis, having escaped May 18, 
1930, after having been arrested and 
charged with stealing an automobile 
there. His age was recorded at that 
time as 18 years. He also was ar- 
rested in Atlanta, November 7, 1929, 
and served 10 months after his con- 
vietion of.stealing an automobile 
owned by M. E. Bennett, of Raleigh. 
He was paroled. 

Wife Collapses. ; 

Near prostration from anxiety, 
Mrs. Sjoblom, who had been an ac- 
tive figure in unraveling the mystery 
surrounding the disappearance of her 
husband, collapsed when notified early 
Monday morning: of the finding of 
her husband's dead body. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sjoblom, who had 
been married four years, arrived in 
Atlanta Thursday. and Saturday 
morning Mr. Sbjlom had enthusias- 
tically outlined plans for an anniver- 
sary dinner.

“Saturday night Summers suggest- 
ed we get busy and take in some more 
money. We went up to Spring and 
Ellis streets in the night and waited 
for a car ta stop for the red light. 
We saw one and with our guns in 
our hands, jumped on the running 
board, but the man in the car had the 
doors locked and we couldn't get in. I 
was mad and hit the window with my 
fist. The glass broke and my fist 


was badly cut.” 


Riley then told how they had fled 


from the scene and had gone to Spring 


and Marietta streets tu await their 
next victim. 
Saw Victim Stop. 

“At Spring and Marietta streets, 
we saw Sjoblom stop for the red light. 
Summers and I separated. He went 
on one side of the car and I on the 
other. We both opened the doors of 
the coupe at the same time. Summers 
got in and shoved the man out from 
under the wheel and then we started 
off. Sjoblom first tried to lean over 
me and open the door. I stopped him. 
Then he tried to turn the ignition off, 
but I kept him from doing that, too. 
Then he tried to get our guns away 
from us. It was then that my gun 
went off and he was shot. He gave 
a couple of groans nd toppled over. 
I pushed him down in the ear so folks 
couldn't see him and Summers drove 
out to the spot on Riverdale road 
where we left the body. 

“After we had left the coupe in 
College Park we went and called a 
cab, but Summers got on a street car 
and I came in to Atlanta in the cab.” 

Riley said he took a watch out of 
Sjoblom’s pocket and didn't think

One Slip.

They drove their car into a ditch 
near the spot where they had left the 
body. and though bloody and dis- 
heveled, were able to enlist aid in 
getting the car out of the ditch and 
back onto the road without arousing

They walked for approximately a 


mile through the business section of 
College Park before midnight Satur- 
day night in their blood-smeared 
clothes and were not spotted by either 
police or civilians. ; 

Even after talking to them in his 
drug store, the ‘College Park drug- 
gist did not suspect they had r- 
ticipated in anything more criminal 
than a fight. 
However. when the news of the 
missing automotive engineer aroused 
the peaceful College Park community 
to action Sunday night, the druggist 
added his information to the frag- 
ments which police had been gather- 
ing through a hard night of investi- 
gations. It was the information he 
supplied which ultimately led to the 
arrest of the two men and the find- 
ing of the body of the victim. 

Police were inclined to believe Mon- 
day night that if Riley had not taken 
the taxicab the 24-hour search would 
have been extended for many more 
hours. : 

College Park police told a Consti- 
tution reporter Sunday afternoon 
they were on the lookout for a man 
who had been injured in an automo- 
bile accident and had left his coupe 
The reporter was 
checking all hospitals and hotels in 
an effort to get further details when 
a hotel executive called to ask if The 
Constitution had received a report 
that a Mr. Sjoblom had been injured. 
The search for the engineer started at 
that point with the notification of 
the county police, the Atlanta detec- 
tive department and College Park and 
Hapeville police. Chief of Detectives 
A. Iamar Poole sent two detectives to 
the hotel to accompany Mrs. Sjoblom 
to College Park, where she identified 
the coupe. 

Riley in the solicitor-general’s of- 
fice Monday confessed to the following 
robberies and named Summers as his 
accomplice in each of them: 

Saturday night boarded an automo- 
bile in Kirkwood and drove the victim 
to the East Lake County, Club, where 
they took $4 and a watch and forced 
the victim out of the car. They aban- 
doned the car in Atlanta. 

Wednesday night they boarded the 
car of B. F. Smith. of Tate, Ga., in 
front of the First Methodist church, 
Peachtree and ivy streets, drove him 
to a lonely spot behind Candler field.

Senator Raps U. S. But 
Asks League If It Fa- 


Asserting this move to preserve lib- 
erty is an important undertaking,” 
Senator William E. Borah tonight said 
the American Liberty League “is not 
too early in the field, but suggested 
it include “economic freedom” in its 
platform. 3 

It was the first comment Borah has 
made on the league, whose formation 
was announced several weeks ago with 
the asserted purpose of protecting cer- 
tain constitutional rights it presumed 
to be endangered. ; 

“I would suggest that the Liberty 
League broaden the scope of its cru- 
sade,” Borah said in a speech in this 
farming community. Reading its 
platform, I discover that something 
has been inadvertently omitted. I do 
not find anything there which would 
insure economic freedom.” 

Importa™t Undertaking. 

“This move to preserve liberty is 
an important undertaking,” he con- 
tinued. “With at least 80 per cent 
of the human family, human rights 
have utterly vanished. With these 
liberty is dead. In some countries 
liberty is denounced by the govern- 
ment. The league, therefore, is not 
too early in the field.” 

Borah again turned his fire on 
monopoly, a fire he has directed in 
a half dozen speeches in southern 
Idaho in keeping with the intention 
he announced in Washington after 
protesting suspension of the anti-trust 
act under the national recovery act. 

“What is liberty in this twentieth 
centur?” he said, the power to fix the 
price of the things I must have in 
order that I may live and not die is 
my master, and the fact I may en- 
joy free speech and read a free press, 
do not assuage the cruelty of that fact 
nor ameliorate my servitude in any 
degree whatever. The power which 
closes the door of opportunity to me 
in the business world leaves me cold 
to all their panegyrics about liberty. 

: Monopoly Assailed. 

‘The monopoly which crushes my 
small business, as is now being done 
in thousands of cases, and sends my 
family to the bread line, takes away 
all 10 enthusiasm over the right of 
trial by jury. The power to exploit 
the weaker and the more unfortunate 
in the economic world brings more 
misery to men, women and children 
than the denial of the right to peace- 
ably assemble and pass resolutions. 
There is no liberty worthy of the 
name without economic freedom and 
social justice. 

“There is a power in this country, 
and now operating under the sanc- 
tion of the government, which visits 
daily every home in the land, presses 
down upon the inmates and takes in 
the way of arbitrary prices what it 
wills to take. The power to fix 
prices is the power to destroy not 
only business but human rights. Is 
the league interested in this problem? 

“While keeping the political road 
open, therefore, and free from arbi- 
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eratie control, but

WARSAW, Poland, Sept. 24.— ) 
Fourteen gaudy-hued balloons, com- 
petitors in the twenty-second annual 
Gordon Bennett cup race, presumably 
floated somewhere over Russia to- 
night as the first 24 hours of the event 
saw six, among them the two Ameri- 
can entries, come back to earth. 


Dusk found the United States navy 
balloon, the Buffalo (N. Y.) Courier- 
Express entry, The Buffalo; the Ger- 
man entries, the Stadt Essen and Van 
Opel; the Czechoslovak Bratislava 
and the Belgian Bruxelles ground- 
on cee Estonian, Latvian or Russian 
soil. 

Meanwhile, there were reports from 
Riga, Latvia, that one balloon, not 
identified, had been fired on by so- 
viet frontier guards as it crossed the 
border into Russia. No confirmation 
for the report could be had here. 

George Hineman and Milford K.

That 
is in a measure understandable. In 
all the mammal publications, how- 
ever, I find only a few references to 
damage to vegetation actually done 
7 moles, and those refer to the moles 

the west coast. Here in Georgia 
one can be sure that dying vegetation 
in the wake of mole paths can be 
traced to field mice that frequent the 
burrows so ee provided by 
the moles, 

A mole is carnivorous in a broad 
sense, and insectivorous in a techni- 
cal sense; if I may coin a word, they 
are helminthophagous or vermivorous 
also, for they depend in large part for 
food on the worms that chance into 
their burrows. Perhaps one should 
take a few liberties with etymology. 

The moles of Georgia are poorly 
known. Right at present I know of 
only two species that occur here. 
Perhaps there. are others.

Weak Link Noted. 

With the grand jury hearing un- 
derway the New York Law Journal 
commented editorially on the weakest 
link in the case against Hauptmann— 
the lack of a confession. At the same. 
time, it warned against “third de- 
gree” methods in obtaining a confes- 
sion.

Saturday, the Journal said:

The postcard, intercepted by De- 
troit police, read: 

“Mr. Chas. Linberg 

“Your baby is safe but he is using 
no medicines. He is eating pork 
chops, pork. and beans, just what we 
eat. Just follow our directions and 
have one hundred thousand bucks 
ready in very short time. That’s just 
what we need. Tours, B. H.“ 

The fnitials are the same as Haupt- 
mann’s. The note was printed with 
block letters—as were other notes in 
the case. 

“I don’t believe,” Stephens said, 
“there is any doubt that Hauptmann 
wrote that note.” 

: Tested Lumber. 

. An idea of the widespread ramifi- 
cations of the law in this manhunt 
was gleaned from the disclosure that 
the United States forest products lab- 
oratory in Madison, Wis., has worked 
for months tracing the origin of the 
lumber used to make the ladder, up 
which the kidnaped climbed to the 
nursery of the Lindbergh home. 

Samples from yards all over the 
country were sent to the laboratory. 

Thus, it was established that lum- 
ber obtained from a Bronx firm— 
where Hauptmann worked sporadical- 
ly before and after the kidnaping— 
was used to make the ladder. 

Treated for Leg Injury. 

Tracking down every possible lead. 
the investigators have placed much 
reliance on the statement of Dr. Otto 
Meyer, New York physician who treat- 
ed Hauptmann early in 1933 for a 
leg injury. 

‘The physician, in a statement to 
the Associated Press, said Hauptmann 
was suffering from a latent phlebitis 
(an inflammation of the veins). 

It is true enough that many cases 
of latent phlebitis,” Dr. Meyer said. 
“develop from sprained or fractured 
ankles.” 

Dr. Meyer notified police and de- 
partment of justice agents about his 
treatment of Hanptmann immediately 
after seeing the alien ex-convict’s pho- 
tograph in the newspapers. 

X-Ray Suggested 

Dr. Meyer also recommended to the 
authorities that they take an X-ray 
of Hauptmann’s left leg to determine 
if it had been fractured or sprained. 

Throughout the investigation, it has 
been conjectured that the kidnaper fell 
from the ladder while bringing the 
baby down; that, possibly, this caused 
the baby’s death.

GREEN RAPS TALMADGE 
FOR CALLING OUT TROOPS 

William Green,. president of the 
American Federation of Labor, tele- 
graphed a strongly worded protest 
to Governor Talmadge, cf Georgia, 
against his declaration of military 
law in strike centers. 

“The use of state troops supplied 
with federal equipment against the 
workers and in support of mill owners 
is most amazing and truly disappoint- 
ing to those who earnestly sought to 
be ‘your friends,” Green said. 

“No one acquainted with the devel- 
opment of freedom, justice and lib- 
erty in Georgia believed that a gov- 
ernor would ever be elected in that 
sovereign state who would arrest 
women, herd them in a barn in a con- 
centration eamp, deprive them of their 
civil liberties when a misdemeanor 
charge was the most severe that could 
be lodged against them. It would 
seem that chivalrous men of Georgia 
would rise up and vehemently pro- 
test against such treatment being ac- 
corded .Georgia women. 

“Such action on your part is shock- 
ing to one’s sense of defency and fair- 
ness. It appears from your action 
and from your indefensible use of the 
militia of the state of Georgia that 
the occasion of the textile strike 
served to reveal your true attitude 
of hostility to labor and favoritism to 
mifl owners.

ers human: interests and the masses 
of the people.”

Indians on the western plains of 
Canada* and the United States wor- 
shipped many gods; and among them 


were the Sun, the Sky, the Earth, the 
Rock, the Bear, the Buffalo, the Wind 
and the Whirlwind. 


A “dog dancer.” (After Maximilian.) 


In the Blackfoot tribe, people de- 
clared that the Sun. was married to 
a goddess, the Moon, and that they 
were the parents of the Morning Star.

The dogs pull- 
ed baggage when a tribe was on a 
journey. There were no wheeled carts, 
but each dog was harnessed to a wood- 
en framework, the rear end of which 
touched the grounds as it was drag- 
ged along. There was dancing by mem- 
bers of “dog clans” in some of the 
tribes; and the “dog dancers” wore 
strange costumes. 

One queer thing about the Indians 
of the plains was their belief in “medi- 
cine bundles.” These contained objects 
which were supposed to be charms for 
good fortune. 

In one kind of . medicine bundle, 
the hide of a black bear and an elk 
were wrapped around a long pipe, a 
rattle, some tobacco and the skins 
of an owl, two swans, two loons, two 
an otter and a 
prairie dog. 

In the Pawnee tribe, an ear of corn 
was usually placed in each bundle. 
It was called by a name meaning 
“Mother,” and was supposed to 
stand for human life. The Pawnee In- 
dians gave more time to raising crops 
than other tribes of the plains. 

Even to this day. bundles are kept 
by tribes on reservations. A medicine 
man may tell a visitor. The pipe 
was given to our people by the Thun- 
der god. When thunder is heard for 
the first time in the spring, we open 
the bundle an say a prayer. This 
guards fis from being struck by light- 
ning.” 

Indians of the plains include the 
Dakota, Crow. Mandan, Omaha, 
Cheyenne, Kiowa and Sarsi_ tribes. 
Ther were in the custom of taking 
medicine b ndles with them wher 
they went on the warpath.

With the hope of the community 
centered in these children, it is the 
happiness of the board of directors 
to lend its aid to every phase of the 
work that tends to add citizens to 
the community. Mrs. Harrison told 
of a new plan whereby the wards 
would be trained in the use of little 
money and the care of clothes. In 
the past she has been buying such 
garments as are not donated by the 
community, and in this regard the as- 
sociation welcomes any old clothes 
that could be sent. 

“I have come to the conclusion,” 
said Mrs, Harrison, that we have 
been going at this question from the 
wrong end. I am told by the work- 
ers that Susie, aged 13, red-headed, 
needs a school dress. I go to the sup- 
ply closet and find all the 13-year- 
old dresses have been dispensed with, 
so it means that Susie's dress must 
be bought. How do I know what 
Susie would like? Oughtn't Susie to 
be trained in some judgment as to 
her clothes? Oughtn’t Susie to be- 
gin to know what money it takes to 
care for her? Oughtn’t she to know 
the value of money and what it will 
buy? 

“And so I am arranging à plan 
whereby Susie and her boarding 
mother can go to the stores and get 
her dress, where she can select her 
own color and style. She will have 
an order for a dress for à certain 
amount to spend. Since our great en- 
deavor in this association is to equip 
these children to take their places 
in the community, since our ideal is 
to give them in the terms of the chil- 


dren's charter, “a life that most close- 
ly approximates the normal life of a 
child.“ it seems to me that this is a 
worthy experiment. In the same 
manner younger children will 
taken by their boarding mothers to 
the stores when the necessity for new | 
garments arises.” 

Mra. Paige reported “remarkable | 
health work for the children this sum- 
mer, including dental work done, bone 
injuries operated upon, fractured 
skulls mended by fine surgical talent, 
appendicitis operations, an eye opera- 
tion that saved a fine lad from look- 
ing like a week-minded unreliable

moron and accomplished the miracle 
ef giving him the appearance he de- 


served. . . fine-looking, healthy in 
mind and body, handsome. 

“During July 60 children were 
looked after in constructive fashion. 
The co-operation of the hospitals was 
superb, Grady, Henrietta Eggleston, 
Wesley Memorial, Scottish Rite and 
Good Samaritan clinic all taking big 
shares, 

“And so these former waifs of the 
streets . . forsaken by parents, 
abandoned and neglected, find haven 
in the Child Welfare Association, pro- 
vided not only the actual shelter and 
food. but having healthy bodies and 
minds builded surely, reclaimed for 
society and for usefulness.”

George Herman (Babe) Ruth played his last home game 
as a regular yesterday afternoon amid scenes which the re- 
porters describe as being quite drab. 

There were but 4,000 people present and the Babe played in 
one inning, getting a base on balls and giving way to a runner. 

“A spattering of applause greeted him as he left the field,“ 
‘wrote one of the reporters. 

And so that was the final New York appearance of 
baseball’s greatest figure! He was playing in the park 
which he built, the fans paying to see him. In the 
American league are new and improved parks built 
largely by money contributed to see Babe Ruth play.

Only last week Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, acting on a. large 
number of communications received 
from over the state, called at the 
FERA to make vigorous protest 
against the government entering the 
manufacturing field in competition 
with old-established firms. He voiced 
no complaint against the relief ad- 
ministration setting up small canning 
factories to process drouth beef 
brought into the southern states for 
grazing but did take vigorous excep- 
tion to the establishment of plants 
where private manufacturing facili- 
ties are available for making the same 
articles. 

Specific instructions have been sent 
out by Administrator Hopkins to all 
state relief administrations using fed- 
eral funds to discontinue mattress 
workrooms when the present enter- 
prise is completed.

TWO PACKING FIRMS 
ANNOUNCE WAGE HIKES 


CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—(#)—Wage 
increases of approximately 8 per cent 
were announced today by Armour & 
Co. and Wilson & Co., packing firms, 
for all plant workers. 2 

The increase, effective October 1, 


affects workers in their plants 
throughout the country. 

T. G. Lee, president of Armour & 
Co., issued this statement: . 

“A wage increase averaging about 
8 per cent and affecting some 30,000 
plant employes of Armour & Co. in 
in plans all over the country has been 
negotiated by the Armour plant con- 
ference boards, which are made up of 
equal numbers of employe representa- 
tives elected by the workers and repre- 
sentatives appointed by the manage- 
ment.” 

Wilson officials said negotiations 
had been completed after the workers 
had asked for an inerease through the 
firm’s joint representative committee. 

The increase, they said, would be 
3.1-2 cents an hour for unskilled labor 
and about 8 per cent for skilled and 
semi-skilled workers. There are now 
two unskilled wage rates, they said, 
one of .461-2 cents and one for 44 
cents an hour. Under the packing 
code, plant workers are employed 40 
hours a week. 

The increase was asked for only by 
Chicago employes, they said, but un- 
der the firm’s policy was granted also 
to all its plants. 


Lyman S. Peterson, assistant man- 
ager of Wilson & Co. “'s Atlanta branch, 
Monday night asserted local officiais 
have not been informed officially of 
the increases.
